In  reading  my  predecessor's  annual  report  it  is  noted 
that  the  voters  rejected  the  proposal  for  a  new  cen- 
tralized school  building.  However,  it  is  gratifying  to 
also  note  that  a  committee  has  been  appointed,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Austin  L.  Olney,  for  long 
range  planning. 

Strafford,  like  other  communities  in  the  state,  appar- 
ently is  not  in  a  position  to  meet  its  educational  obli- 
gation alone,  however,  by  employing  the  combined 
bonding  capacity  of  several  former  school  districts  con- 
stituting a  cooperative  school  organization  would  pro- 
vide ordinarily  a  sufficient  total  assessed  valuation  to 
meet  the  cost  of  needed  new  building  construction. 
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The  enrollments  of  cooperative  school  districts  are 
large  enough  to  keep  the  unit  costs  per  pupil  or  per 
classroom   reasonable,   economical,   and  justifiable  to 
the  taxpayer. 

The  tax  rates  on  property  to  retire  necessary  bonded 
indebtedness  are  not  excessive  because  they  are  spread 
over  a  large  district  assessment. 

The  costs  of  new  school  building  construction  are 
equalized  among  the  several  districts  because  the  tax 
levy  is  made  according  to  the  ability  to  pay. 

An  act  of  the  legislature  in  1955  amending  chapter 
140  of  the  Revised  Laws  (chapter  198,  RSA)  makes  it 
possible  for  cooperative  districts  to  receive  a  sum 
equal  to  forty  percent  of  the  amount  of  the  annual 
payment  of  principal  on  all  outstanding  loans  of  the 
school  district,  moreover,  it  is  very  likely  that  Con- 
gress will  pass  legislation  at  this  session  which  should 
be  very  substantial. 

The  Citizens  of  Strafford  and  surrounding  communi- 
ties are  urged  to  review  the  possibilities  of  a  coopera- 
tive district  and  to  cooperate  with  Mr.  Austin  Olney 
and  his  committee.  The  trend  of  the  future  is  the 
cooperative  school  district  in  N.  H. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  thank  the  school  board, 
townspeople,  teachers,  and  pupils  for  their  hearty 
support  and  cooperation  in  my  first  year  as  your  super- 
intendent of  schools.
